Recently  the  Elections  Committee  took  a survey 
of  voting  procedures  at  104  universities  with  en- 
rollments of  from  2,000  to  18,000  students.  Al- 
though the  study  is  not  yet  complete,  the  great 
majority  of  returned  questionnaires  showed  that 
the  biggest  election  problem  is  “getting  out  the 
vote.” 

Although  the  percentage  of  Brigham  Young 
University  students  who  have  voted  in  past  elec- 
tions is  above  the  average  of  the  other  universities, 
it'  is  shamefully  low. 

An  approximate  average  of  only  50  per  cent  of 
the  BYU  studentbody  has  voted  in  past  elections  for 
studentbody  officers.  Only  25  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dentbody voted  during  the  recent  AMS-AWS  elec- 
tions. 


In  the  coming  weeks  the  studentbody  will  elect 
a new  executive  council  which  will  be  charged  with 
managing  a budget  of  $66,000.  These  officers  will 
also  manage  other  projects  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  thousands  of  dollars.  They  will  be  the  lead- 
ers of  the  studentbody  government.  They  will  be 
representatives  of  BYU  in  many  functions  that  are 
not  directly  connected  ’with  this  school. 

All  this  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  elec- 
torate should  be  able  to  choose  officers  who  can 
administer  the  necessities  of  these  demanding  of- 
ficers. All  candidates  are  doing  their  best  to  meet 
as  many  voters  as  possible.  If  voters  will  make  an 
effort  to  meet  the  candidates,  this  year’s  elections 
should  be  successful  in  every  way.

Incidentally,  that  was  the  final 
year  the  national  high  school 
tourney  was  held. 

Crowton  was  also  a base1- 
ball  pitcher  in  high  school, 
but  it  was  in  the  summer  of 
1928  when  he  was  flinging 
with  an  American  Legion 
team  in  Salt  Lake  City,  that 
he  had  his  most  success  at 
the  diamond  game.  That  sum- 
mer, Crowton’s  post  won  the 
Rocky  Mountain  title,  went 
on  to  capture  the  champion- 
ship for  the  eight  Western 
States,  and  narrowly  missed 
the  “West  of  the  Mississippi” 
crown.  In  the  final  game  with 
St.  Paul,  played  at  Denver, 
the  Salt  Lake  post  lost  out  by 
a 3-2  margin. 

While  still  attending  BYU, 
Crowton  began  coaching  at  Brig- 
ham Young  High  School  in  Provo. 
Upon  graduation  in  1938,  he  took 
over  as  a fulltime  coach  at  that 
school.  In  the  years  previous  to 
World  War  II,  his  six-man  foot- 
ball squads  played'  for  the  state 
title  three  times,  and  tied  for  the 
championship  one  of  those. 

His  1941  B.Y.  High  casaba 
team  won  the  Region  3 title  and 
went  on  to  the  state  tournament. 

World  War  II  came  along  and 
Dave  , was  called  into  the  service 
in  1943.  He  served  with  the  “War 
Relocation  Authority.”  After- 
wards it  was  back  to  Brigham 
Young  High  School  again,  where 
the  institution  took  up  eleven- 
man  football  and  placed  Dave  as

head  coach.  He  also  was  head 
basketball  coach,  and  in  1948 
took  his  team  to  the  class  B state 
championship.  This  squad  was  a 
sentimental  favorite  to  Dave.  The 
same  boys,  under  the  persuasion 
of  Crowton,  had  been  playing  to- 
gether since  the  eighth  grade. 

The  following  year,  1949,  the 
whole  crew  was  back  for  their 
final  year  in  high  school,  and 
once  again  they  swept  to  the 
class  B top  spot.  Crowton,  how- 
ever, did  not  finish  the  season 
with  his  prize  proteges,  but  took 
his  first  job  at  Brigham  Young 
University  as  public  relationist 
in  the  athletic  department. 

He  became  head  frosh  foot- 
ball coach  at  BYU  in  -951, 
and  has  assisted  on  the  var- 
sity grid  aggregation  ever 
since.  He  became  varsity 
baseball  mentor  the  following 
year  and  has  held  the  same 
position  to  this  date.  Dave’s 
first  year  at  the  helm  of  BYU 
horsehide  fortunes,  the  Cou- 
gars took  the  Skyline  Con- 
ference crown.  They  went  on 
to  a District  7 title  motch 
with  Colorado  College,  but 
lost  out  in  that  game. 

Coach  Crowton  is  married  and 
the  father  of  three  children.  The 
oldest,  David  Jr.,  was  an  All- 
State  basketball  choice  at  .Y. 
High  in  1951. 

Among  his  hobbies,  Dave  is  a 
lover  of  golf,  fishing  and  likes 
to  work  in  his  garden.  A secret 
desire  which  was  never  fulfilled, 
was  to  join  the  professional  golf 
circuit  for  at  least  one  year.
